LET US NOT FALL INTO TEMPTATION 

Pope Francis recently suggested that long¬ 
standing translations of the Lord’s Prayer might 
be retranslated to reflect the fact that God would 
not Himself tempt us—that is the Devil’s work— 
and that we should ask of God to “let us not fall 
into temptation” rather than the current phrase in 
English, which reads “Lead us not into tempta¬ 
tion.” The current English translation does indeed 
seem to imply that it is God who leads us into 
temptation, and the Pope’s remarks are intended 
to be a better translation of the original as well as 
to reflect a sounder theological doctrine. Critics 
were quick to respond, with some people saying 
that this is the Lord’s prayer and not the Pope’s 
prayer, and that it comes directly out of the book 
of Matthew. However, we do well to remem¬ 
ber that Jesus did not recite His prayer in Eng¬ 
lish, and our English version is indeed a transla¬ 
tion, that should be open to retranslation in light 
of current scholarship. Our English version is a 
translation from the Latin Vulgate, which was a 
translation from ancient Greek, which was itself a 
translation of the original Aramaic spoken by Je¬ 
sus. Something is always lost in translation, and 
when we’ve re-translated something three or four 
times it is sure to lose much. It has been suggest¬ 
ed by one scholar that a more literal translation 
of the phrase in question would be “Do not allow 
us to enter wrongful thinking or testing.” While 
this doesn’t exactly roll off the tongue smoothly, 
it might be a better way to think about God’s role 
in our life - Christopher Simon

The Multicooker Craze

The “instant pot,” a 
small kitchen appliance, 
is the latest craze to hit 
the culinary world with 
consumers touting health 
benefits and ease of use 
in the trendy appliance. 

The Instant Pot is just 
one brand of multicooker. 
Several companies manu¬ 
facture multicookers like 
the Instant Pot. 

Multicookers have 
several different func¬ 
tions all contained in one 
unit. A single appliance 
can be used to steam, 
saute, brown, slow cook, 
pressure cook, make yo¬ 
gurt or stir food while it 
is cooking. It depends 
on the unit design and 
brand. 

The multicooker of¬ 
fers some great advantag¬ 
es over other machines. 
One appliance does it all 
so there is no need to have 
several different ones 
taking up counter space. 
The pressure cooker does 
not blow up as several 
safeguards have been 
put in place to prevent 
the unit from exploding. 
It’s fairly quick and easy 
to use. You can start off 
by browning or saute¬ 
ing then transition to a 
slow or pressure cooking 
method for the same pan 
within seconds. 

Before using, read the 
manual to discover the 
features and become fa¬ 
miliar with your new ap¬ 
pliance. Keep the manual 
with the appliance or in a 
handy location for future 
use. Also, make sure to 
register your new appli¬ 
ance so the manufacturer 
will have a record of your 
purchase in the event of a 
malfunction or recall. 

Depending on the 
unit size, you may be 
limited on how much 
you can cook at once. 
You may need to invest 
in additional dishes or 
pans, made specifically 
for use inside the mul¬ 
ticooker to get the most 
from your machine. For 
certain functions, cook¬ 
ing times do not include 
pre-heat time. For ex¬ 
ample, if a recipes says, 
“done in seven minutes,” 
you might need to plan 
for an additional seven 
minutes heating time 


prior to cooking and ad¬ 
ditional release times 
depending on natural or 
quick release. 

The multicooker is 
a great small appliance, 
and the more you use it, 
the more comfortable 
and creative you become 
when preparing food. For 
more information, con¬ 
tact the Bracken County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service.

Steam rice according 
to multicooker directions 
for the function. Once 
steam is vented, remove 
lid and switch function 
to saute. Push rice to the 
sides of the pan creating 
a well in the middle of 
the rice with the bottom 
of the pan visible.

There were two 
very long sections with 
each section tied in vari¬ 
ous places to help contain 
it. This drainage pipe had 
cardboard and other re¬ 
cycling holding it down, 
so wrestling this out be¬ 
came quite a challenge! 
Also, in order to get the 
pieces through the trailer 
doors, someone had tak¬ 
en the time to cut up what 
appeared to us as a good- 
sized one piece child’s 
swimming pool.

bottles. In other words, 
items that are used on a 
daily, weekly or monthly 
basis and not those that 
were produced to last for 
several years such as the 
pipe, swimming pools, 
children’s toys, laundry 
baskets, other household 
plastics, etc. 

Grocery store 

shelves are filled with 
plastic containers of food 
but many of those have 
anywhere from the #3 to 
the #7 in the chasing ar¬ 
rows recycling symbol 
and are not recyclable in 
our area. If you have any 
question(s) regarding the 
recyclability of an item, 
please give us a call or if 
you need an Instruction 
Sheet for recycling. We 
will be happy to send one 
of these sheets via the 
postal service or e-mail 
— just don’t get any more 
complicated than that, 
because we have limited 
technological skills! The 
April 5, 2018, edition 
of The Bracken County 
News has this information 
on Page 8 on the lower 
left hand comer and ap¬ 
pears bi-monthly in our 
hometown newspaper!

Repairing Pugged Pastures

A wetter than nor¬ 
mal winter has resulted 
in significant pugging 
damage in pastures 
across Kentucky. Pug¬ 
ging occurs when the 
hooves of grazing live¬ 
stock penetrate the soil 
surface during wet con¬ 
ditions causing damage 
to pasture plants as well 
as soil structure. The net 
result is decreased pas¬ 
ture productivity. De¬ 
pending on the severity 
of the damage, decreas¬ 
es in pasture productiv¬ 
ity can range from 20 to 
80% for 6 to 12 months 
following the initial 
damage. Damaged sods 
are much more vulnera¬ 
ble to invasion from less 
productive weedy spe¬ 
cies. Even after pastures 
have appeared to recov¬ 
er, pasture productivity 
can be decreased. There 
are several options for 
rejuvenating damaged 
pastures. Pugged 

Pastures that have 
light damage may re¬ 
cover fully without any 
inputs other than extra 
rest in the spring. Pas¬ 
tures with moderate 
damage may be thick¬ 
ened up by harrowing to 
level and smooth dam¬ 
aged areas, broadcasting 
seed, and cultipacking. 
Areas with severe dam¬ 
age will in most cases 
require complete reno¬ 
vation. 

Light Damage. Al¬ 
low damaged paddocks 
to get a little more ma¬ 
ture before initiating 
grazing in the spring 
and give them a little 
longer rest period after 
grazing. Make sure to 
avoid overgrazing these 
pastures during stressful 
conditions in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Overseeding mod¬ 
erately damaged sods. 
Damaged sods may 
be overseeded with le¬ 
gumes or a combination 
of grasses and legumes. 


This is best accom¬ 
plished in late winter 
or early spring. Areas 
should be leveled with 
a pasture drag or other 
tillage implement, seed 
can then be broadcast 
on the soil surface and 
cultipacked. A legume 
mixture that works well 
across the Common¬ 
wealth is 6-8 lb/A red 
clover + 1-2 lb/A la- 
dino clover. Grass can 
also be added to this 
mixture as needed. Tall 
fescue can be broadcast 
at a rate of 10-15 lb/A 
and orchardgrass at 6-8 
lb/A. If summer forage 
is needed, the damaged 
area may be prepared 
as described above and 
overseeded in mid to 
late April (after risk of 
frost) with a mixture of 
an improved crabgrass 
(3-6 lb/A) and annual 
lespedeza (10-15 lb/A). 

Complete Reseed¬ 
ing of severely damaged 
sods. Although sods can 
be reseeded with cool 
season species in the 
spring, it is usually be 
advisable to wait until 
the following fall. In this 
case, severely damaged 
areas can be leveled and 
smoothed by harrowing 
in late spring and seeded 
with a summer annual 
crop such as pearl millet 
or sorghum-sudangrass. 
These crops can be uti¬ 
lized for summer graz¬ 
ing or conserved as hay 
or silage. This provides 
the opportunity to adjust 
soil fertility as needed 
and control any undesir¬ 
able plant species with a 
nonselective herbicide 
application in late spring 
and again in late sum¬ 
mer before reseeding the 
desired perennial forage 
mixture. This is an ideal 
opportunity to eliminate 
toxic tall fescue from 
a paddock and reseed 
a novel endophyte tall 
fescue variety.

Last Week at the State Capitol 


State lawmakers put 
the finishing touches on 
the General Assembly’s 
2018 session this week 
by overriding gubernato¬ 
rial vetoes, most notably 
on the state budget and 
tax reform legislation, and 
passing bills right up to the 
session’s final hours. 

By overriding vetoes 
last week, lawmakers en¬ 
sured that their preferred 
versions of the budget and 
tax measures become law. 

The tax reform mea¬ 
sure, House Bill 366, will 
increase state revenues 
which, in turn, allowed 
lawmakers to craft a state 
budget that avoids some, 
but not all, of the budget 
cuts that were contained 
in the governor’s original 
budget proposal. 

Highlights of the tax 
plan - which is expected 
to generate nearly a half 
of billion dollars in addi¬ 
tional revenue for the state 
over the next two fiscal 
years - include a cigarette 
tax increase of 50 cents 
per pack and an expan¬ 
sion of the state sales tax 
to some services, such as 
landscaping services, jani¬ 
torial services, veterinarian 
services for small animals, 
fitness and recreational 
sports centers, commercial 
laundries, golf courses and 
country clubs, dry clean¬ 
ing, pet grooming, weight 
loss centers and camp¬ 
grounds. 

The tax reform plan 
will allow the vast majori¬ 
ty of working Kentuckians 
to see their income taxes 
go down. Most working 
Kentuckians currently 
have at least 5.8 percent 
of their pay go toward in¬ 
come taxes. But, starting 
this summer, that rate will 
go down to a flat 5 percent 
for everyone. 

The corporate income 
tax rate will also go to a 
flat 5 percent. 

Proponents of the tax 
plan say that it does what 
many say good tax policy 
should strive to do: broad¬ 
en the tax base while low¬ 
ering rates. They also note 
that the plan moves the 
state toward a consump¬ 


tion-based tax system. 
Critics of the plan say the 
tax changes disproportion¬ 
ately benefit the wealthiest 
Kentuckians. 

As a result of the tax 
plan, budget cuts are less 
severe than some expected. 
The spending plan includes 
6.25 percent baseline cuts 
for most state agencies, 
although some agencies 
are spared. Agencies that 
will avoid cuts include the 
Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs, Kentucky State 
Police, and local school- 
based Kentucky Family 
Resource and Youth Ser¬ 
vices Centers. 

The budget fully 
funds the state’s main pub¬ 
lic pension systems at the 
levels recommended by 
actuarial analysis. 

It also boosts base per- 
pupil funding for K-12 ed¬ 
ucation to a record level of 
$4,000 per student in each 
fiscal year. It would also 
increase school transpor¬ 
tation funding to $127.8 
million in each year of the 
budget cycle. 

The budget plan in¬ 
cludes more than $60 
million in new revenue to 
help implement newly ap¬ 
proved adoption and foster 
care reforms, including 
more than $23 million for 
placement of foster chil¬ 
dren with relatives, and 
tens of millions of dollars 
to hire more social work¬ 
ers and increase social 
worker salaries. 

In a separate action 
this week, lawmakers also 
overrode a gubernatorial 
veto to House Bill 362, a 
pension “phase in” bill for 
local governments. The 
legislation will allow city 
and county government to 
phase in increased contri¬ 
butions to their pension 
systems while allowing lo¬ 
cal governments to receive 
financing at zero percent 
interest when leaving the 
system. 

Also last week, law¬ 
makers sent a bill to the 
governor’s office aimed 
at reducing criminal gang 
activity. House Bill 169 
will make gang recruit¬ 
ment a felony instead of
